ON MAY 13 WE MET WITH FRG FONOFF DISARMAMENT AND ARMS 
CONTROL DEPARTMENT HEAD ANDRAEA TO ASSURE HIM THAT 
ARTICLE 46 CONCERNS PROBLEM OE INDISCRIMINATE ATTACKS 
AGAINST CIVILIANS BY CONVENTIONAL AND NOT NUCLEAR 
MEANS. ANDRAEA EXPRESSED HIS APPRECIATION FOR THE USG 
FOLLOWING UP IN THIS MANNER. WHILE UNDERSTANDING THE 
US POSITION, ANDRAEA SAID THAT HE BELIEVED DR. FRANKE, 
ATTACHED TO THE LEGAL STAFF OF THE FMOD, WAS STILL 
WORKING ON THE PROBLEM AT THE REQUEST OF DEFMIN LEBER. 
ALTHOUGH THERE HAVE BEEN NO FORMAL DISCUSSIONS BETWEEN 
THE FONOFF AND FMOD ON THE SUBJECT, ANDRAEA THINKS THE 
FRG MAY RAISE THE ISSUE FOR FURTHER DISCUSSION AT THE 
FALL MEETING OF THE DPC. 
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
